Dated , Cochin , 12th June, 1984. 
In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 48, 49 and 50 of the Major 
Port Trust Act 1963 (No. 38 of 1963) the Board of Trustees of the Port of Cochin 
with the sanction of the Central Government under section 52 of the said Act, 
hereby makes the following amendments to the " Scale ofRates and Statement 
of conditions for the levy ofcharges by the Cochin Port Trust" which came into 
effect from 1-7-1975 and lastly amended vide Cochin Port Trust Notification : 
No. B3 /6783/83/S dated 12-3-1984 namely : 


AMENDMENTS 

CHAPTER I 


In the said Chapter Item 1 " levy of Quay Dues" under the heading 
Quay dues and Stream dues , shall be amended as follows: 

I. Quay dues on goods landed at or shipped from the alongside berths 
on Willingdon Island or the Ernakulam Tanker Berths, Cochin Oil Terminal 
and stream dues on goods landed from or shipped into any vessel in the Port 
of Cochin other than through the above premises of the Trust shall be levied in 
accordance with the rates specified in the appropriate schedule. Thc quay 
or stream dues shall be in addition to any existing charges towards rent for 
storage of goods in Port Trust lands, Quays, Warchouscs or Transit sheds. 
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II. In the said Chapter the sub -item (2) ofitem 3 “ Applications for export 
and import of goods, shall be substituted by the following : 
17 S “ Requests for amendments in the Import /Export applications or docu 
ments shall be accompanied by a fee of Rs. 10 which shall not be refunded ” . 

III. In the said Chapter sub - item (c ) of item No. 5 " Refunds” of the 
same schedule shall be amended as follows: 

" Application for refund shall be accompanied by a search fee of Rs. 10 
per application for every case ,, which shall not be refunded ” . 

IV . In the said Chapter sub-item (2 ) of Item No. 8 “ Method of calcula 
ting Quay dues or Stream dues” shall be amended as follows: 

" In the case of cargo other than that mentioned in sub - item (1)” the 
dues shallbe calculated in accordance with the unit of weightmeasurements 
or liquid measure prescribed in the classification against each item of goods in 
the appropriate schedule” . 

V. In the said Chapter Items noted below item No. 9 " Porterage at the 
wharf ” shall be amended as given below : 

“ 4 , 11, 17, 20 (c), 22 (b ), 24 , 29, 35 (a ), 39 (a ), 46 ( in Bulk ), 52 in Bulk ) 

56 (a ),63, 65 , 66 , 74 (a ) and 82 (c)” . 
VI. In the said Chapter item No. 10 (a )be amended as follows: 

“Whenever landing and shipping operations are allowed at places on the 
Willingdon Island other than through the alongside berths ( viz. at the low 
Wharf or other jetties on Willingdon Island) when so required by the 
Traffic Manager to suit the Port s convenience, stream dues only , will be 
recovered on such goods, provided that if such operations are done without 
such permission and /or for the convenience of the party/or parties concerned , 
Quay dues shall be recovered on such goods." 

VII. The existing Schedule I “ Schedule of Quay dues and Stream dues” 
shall be substituted by the following :-

THE KERALA EPIDEMIC DISEASES BILL , 1984 


A 
BILL 


to unify and amend the law relating to the better prevention of the spread of dangerous 

epidemic diseases in the State of Kerala . 

Preamble .— WHEREAS it is expedient to unify and amend the law relating 
to the better prevention of the spread of dangerous epidemic diseases in the 
State of Kerala ; 

Be it enacted in the Thirty- fifth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title , extent and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called 
the Kerala Epidemic Diseases Act, 1984 . 

( 2) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Government may , 
by notification in the Gazette , appoint. 

2. Definitions. - In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires - 

(a) " dangerous epidemic disease ? means any epidemic disease 
which the Government may, by notification in the Gazette, declare to be a 
dangerous epidemic disease . 

(b ) " State " means the State of Kerala . 

3. Power to take special measures and prescribe regulations as to dangerous 
epidemic diseases.- ( 1) When at any time the Government are satisfied that 
the State or any part thereof is visited by, or threatened with , an outbreak of 
any dangerous epidemic disease, the Government, if they think that the 
ordinary provisions of the law for the time being in force are insufficient for 
the purpose, may take , or require or empower any person to take such measures 
and, by public notice , prescribe such temporary rules to be observed by the 
public or by any person or class of persons as may be deemed necessary to 
prevent the spread or outbreak of such disease , and may determine in what 
manner and by whom any expenses incurred ( including compensavion , if 
any) shall be defrayed . 

( 2 ) 

In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing provisions, the Government may take measures and , by notification 
in the Gazette make rules for the inspection of persons travelling by railway or 


+ 
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otherwise , and the segregation in hospital, temporary accommodation or 
otherwise, of persons suspected by the inspecitng officer of being infected 
with any dangerous epidemic disease. 

(3) Every rule made under sub -section (2) shall be laid as soon as 
may be after it is made before the Legislative Assembly while it is in session 
for a total period of fourteen days which may be comprised in one session or 
in two successive sessions, and if before the expiry of the session in which it 
is so laid or the session immediately following , the Legislative Assembly makes 
any modification in the rule or decides that the rule should not be made, 
the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or bé of no . 
effect, as the case may be ; so however that any such modification or annulment 
shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under 
that rule. 


4. Penalty.Any person disobeying any rule or order made under this 
Act shall be deemed to have committed an offence punishable under section 
188 of the Indian Penal Code (Central Act 45 of 1860) . 

5. Protection of persons acting under this Act . — No suit , prosecution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against any person for anything which is in good 
faith done or intended to be done under this Act or any rule made thereunder . 

6. Repeal. - The Epidemic Diseases Act, 1897 (Central Act 3 of 1897 ) 
as in force in the Malabar district referred to in sub -section (2 ) of section 5 
of the States Re-organisation Act, 1956 (Central Act 37 of 1956 ), the 
Epidemic Diseases Act, II of 1073 ( Travancore Act) and the Epidemic 
Diseases Act, I of 1072 (Cochin Act) are hereby repealed . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The law relating to the prevention of the spread of dangerous epidemic 
diseases in the State is contained in the Epidemic Diseases Act, 1073 
( Travancore Act II of 1073), which is in force in the Travancore area the 
State , the Epidemic Diseases Act, 1072 (Act I of 1072 ) which is in force in 
the Cochin area of the State and the Epidemic Diseases Act, 1897 (Central 
Act 3 of 1897) , which is in force in the Malabar area of the State . It is 
considered necessary to enact a uniform law on the subject applicable 
throughout the State. 


2. The Bill seeks to achieve the above object. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill, if enacted and brought into operation , would not involve any 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State. 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED, LEGISLATION 


Sub -clause (3) of clause 1 of the Bill seeks to empower the Government to 
bring the Act into force on a date to be notified in the Gazette. Sub -clause (a ) 
of clause 2 seeks to empower the Government to declare, by notification in the 
Gazette, any epidemic disease to be a dangerous epidemic disease. Sub 
clause (1) of clause 3 seeks to empower the Government in certain circum 
stances to take, or require or empower any person to take such measures and , 
by public notice, to prescribe such temporary rules to be observed -by the 
public or by any person or class of persons as may be deemed necessary to 
prevent the spread or outbreak of any dangerous epidemic disease and to 
determine in what manner and by whom any expenses incurred shall be 
defrayed . Sub- clause (2 ) of clause 3 seeks to empower the Government to 
take measures and, by notification in the Gazette, make rules for the inspection 
of person travelling by railway or otherwise , and the segregation in hospital, 
temporary accommodation or otherwise, of persons suspected by the inspe: 
cting officer of being infected with any dangerous epidemic disease . 

2. The above are matters of procedure or administrative detail and 
the delegation of legislative power is, therefore, of a normal character.
